Michael O'Bourke, a former men- 


bar'of the Lake Seamen's Union, who 
ia well acquainted 
with Blchard 


Powers, ex-president of the Lake 
Seamen's Union, makes the following 
voluntary statement to the Toledo 
.Bat, in answer to the statement of 
Powers, published in the Banna 
organs, that the Seamen's Union 
"never had any trouble with Mark 
Hanna:" 


"Powers was president of the Sea- 


men's union when it reorganized in 
1878, and continued to hold that po- 
sition until 1886, when he found that 
the union was financially embar- 
rassed. Then he placed the union un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Knights of 
Labor, for the reason, it is said, that 
he did not wish to take the blame on 
Us own shoulders for any misman- 
agement of the money matters. 


"When the union reorganised in 


1890, and not only the membership 
list, but also the finances, Increased, 
Power* tried to withdraw the union 
from the jurisdiction of the K. of L. 
The K. of L. promptly ousted Powers 
and elected a man named Kl^erkln 
in his place. Meantime, after pulling 
out of the K. of L. in Detroit, the 
finances Increased until they reached 
the sum of t!8,000. The next spring 
so many of the men had gone to the 
hospital and so much money was ex- 
pended that no one had any idea as 
to how much remained in the treas- 
ury. Furthermore, few of the men 
knew where the money had disap- 
peared to. 


BANNA ON TUB SCKNB. 


"Shortly prior to that time the 


Vessel Owners' Association had writ- 
ten a letter to Elderkln, saying in j 
effect that they would give the union 
•45,000 for their charter, on the con- 
dition that the seamen's union would 
go out of existence entirely.

Hanna was the originator of that 
association and at that time wai at 
the head cf it. The spring after the 
offer was made the ur'.on was out of 
existence. 


"Then Powers went to Hanna and 


told him that be (Powers) was pres- 
ident of the Trades and Labor Oonn- 
ell, and that he controlled 75,000 
votes 
Hacna put 115,000 in a bank 


at the disposal of the Messrs. Powers, 
Groves and Pomeroy. As soon as the 
former members of the union heard i 
of the stand that Powers had taken 
in the matter they Immediately 
turned him down and had nothing 
more to do with him. 


••There Is still another act of 


Powers that is not too fragrant, 
That is the fact that be was sent to 
Philadelphia in '93 as a delegate to 
the coast seamen's convention, and 
that he requested the president of 
the Polladelpbla union to contribute 
a sum of money to be used toward 
getting up a large supper for them. 
He- contributed, and was immediate- 
ly fired form the union. That fact 
shows that Powers' reputation with 
his fellow unionists was none too 
goad.

As I said before, Mark 
Hanna was part owner of these mines.

and vet he dearly loves the laboring,

work of prejiariug the manure begins in 
September and ends in February, and 
the packing of tho crop Ix-gius in Octo- 
ber or November and ends hi May. Un- 
der extraordinary conditions tho season 
begins earlier and lasts longer and, iu 
fact, may continue all summer. 


Mushrooms can be grown almost any- 


where out 01 doors and also indoors 
where there is a dry bottom on which 
to set the beds, where a uniform and 
moderate temperature can be niaiutaiuod 
and where the beds can be protected 
from wet overhead and from winds, 
drought and direct sunshine. To grow 
mushrooms for profit they should b« 
cultivated only under the most favora: 
bio circumstances. Total darkness is not 
imperative, hut temperature and mois- 
ture are more apt to be equable in dark 
places, and it is largely for this reason 
that mushroom houses are kept dark. 


A cellar is an excellent place in which 


to grow mushrooms. If the floor is free 
from water, it matters not whether it 
is made of cement or of wood. The win-j 
dows and doors should bo closed tip and 
darkened. In case only a part of the cel- 
lar is devoted to the boas, this part 
should bo partitioned off with cheap 
boards, or if that is impracticable the 
beds themselves may be covered over 
with mats, straw, etc., or maybe board- 
ed up. If the cellar is not heated, the 
beds should be built on the floor only 
and should be 14 inches deep. If the 
cellar is heated, besides the beds on the 
floor, shelf beds eight to ten inches 
deep may be used. In the case of a cool 
cellar, a warm shed or a tunnel being 
given up altogether to mushrooms, it is 
not an uncommon way to spread the 
beds, or bed rather, all over the floor, 
with a path one board wide raised over 
the bed. 


A cave or a tunnel is practically the 


samo as a cellar, except that these are 
seldom artificially heated. For this rea- 
son the beds are seldom in raised shelves.

With beds built in this way and a good 
dry bottom, caves or tunnels make ex- 
cellent places in which to growr the 
crop. A mushroom house is generally a 
wooden building built above ground or 
partly suuk. Any house or shed that 
can be kept tight, warm and moderately 
moist will answer. The empty spaces 
under the be-uches in greenhouses are 
good places for mushroom beds.—Wil- 
liam Falconer in Farmers' Bulletin. 


Shredded Fodder. 


In the central west shredders hare 


been successfully employed for a num- 
ber of years. The Orange Judd Fanner 
explains that the greatest difficulty so 
far with shredded fodder is the fact that 
few have had sufficient experience to 
know just when it may be shredded 
and stored without danger of molding. 
Throughout Illinois, Indiana and parts 
of Iowa reports come that during cer- 
tain seasons the fodder molds very bad- 
ly after being stored in barn or stack, 
though it appeared quite dry when be- 
ing shredded. Of course in time it will 
be known just how much moisture fod- 
der may contain to make tho best fod- 
der, and it is suggested that each farmer 
experiment for himself on a small scale. 


It is suggested by the authority quot- 


ed that it be allowed to remain in the 
field as long as possible—until every 
particlo of moisture that the, air can 
take out has iitu-n removed. Then either 
store in well ventilated barns or moder- 
ately small stacks. Cover tho stacks 
well, and unless conditions are unfavor- 
able the fodder will come out in first- 
class shape when wanted for feed. 
At 


least, this has been tho experience of 
quite a number of our best fanners, and 
there is no reason why all of them 
should not have the same results.

He 
was a man willing to work: a man 
who had sought lor labor, but bad 
sought in vain. Ha coulu testify that 
prosperity was not here and that 
many honest men who would work if 
an opportunity we* given were com- 
pelled to go without foud or f belter. 
He was treated better than was the 
Hanna henchman and was taken to a 
restaurant and given his supper. It 
is not known yet whether or not the 
Republican speakers left the city 
with their bills discounted; but that 
makes little difference, for Hanna 
will make up the deficit.
